. that Edison sends out in his qiioatiouimircs, but it is equally important 
to each nnd every honsoholrter, every tenant who rents a home and evory 
man snd woman who works for a livinpr in (lie fnotories or workshops. 


We have io choogo a mayor, a council of-fifteen and a school com- 


mittee oC six (o conduct our city covornmciit for tlio next two years. 
The question nri?cs as to whether wo fln.ll follow the old stereotyped 
plau of voting for cerfnin candidates regardless oE thnir record, their 
fitness for'the positions they seek, or tho usual evidence of qualification 
that any employer would lonk fnv in hirirpt men to assume largo 
responsibilities. 


The men and women whom we nro to elect under the new charier 


on December 19 will have to disburse millions of dollars of tho peoples 
money. That being so, it is important first of all that they he strictly 
honest and not of the kind Hint will encourage grafting of nny kind, 
•whether for themselves or for the benefit of anybody- else. 


Wo have seen ranny public officials who are very liberal with the 


city's money. 
They pay their political debts at the city's expense, and 


thus try to' build "tip R politico! machine to perpetuate themselves in 
office. 
TLft is (he kind of official that should be retired to private life. 


The, typo of ninn wanted in every office in the government is the one 
who will see that the city sofo its money's worth for every dollar ex- 
pended in the course of the year. 
Tn order to do this effectively nnd to 


promote the best interests of the city, the public official mnst lie not 
only honest in financial transactions but capable, that is, he must have 
the business capacity ar.d judgment necessary to enable him transact 
(he ci.ly's business with intelligence and foresight. 


Perhaps the most important part of Ihe work before the electorate 


is the election of mayor.

ATTORNEY MAKES STRENUOUS AP- 


PEAL FOR FAIR_PLAY IN COURT
